Exiled Haytien Leaders Begin à Move- 
ment Against Hippolyte. 


THE PRESIDENT SENDS HIS FAMILY 
AWAY FROM THE CAPITAL | 


Another Revolution Now Seems Inevi- 
table—Legitime and Manigat Combine 
for the’ Overthrow of the Government 
Personal Characteristics of the Lead- 
ers of the Revolt. 


PORT-AU-PRInce, Sept. 1.—It looks now as 
if Hippolyte had lost all hope of being able to 
successfully resist the coming revolution. 
He has sent his family to Cape Haytien for 
safety. The Commandant of Fort National 
has received orders to turn the guns on the 
city t the exiles return and succeed in over- 
powering the guards of the palace. It is 
probable that in such a case Hippolyte will 
retreat to Cape Haytien, and there make his 
last stand. Cape Haytien is the home of 
Hippoiyte. The rumors that have filled the 
mouths of every one the past few weeks 
seem to have now taken definite shape. 
As cabled yesterday, it is known that 
@ fusion has been consummated between 
Manigat and Legitime, while it is believed 
that Prop hete, who was some time since 
elected by certain of the exiles to lead a 
movement against Hippolyte, has formed a 
compact with Piquant. Of these four 
Legitime and Manigat are by far the most 
Greaded by the adherents of Hippolyte. 
Legitime has received a letter from 
his representative in New York, 
advising him strongly to join 
his forces to those of Manigat. This union 
seems now to have been accomplished. This 
representative also sent him the documents 
which the leadears of the Port-au-Prince Lib- 
eral party wanted in order to tnduce the peo- 
ple of Jacmel, Les Cayes, Jeremil and Mira- 
goane to turn against Hippolyte. This will 
Dring over to Legitime the now hesitating 
inhabitants of the South and West. 


It is thought the objective point of the 
revolationists will be Turk’s Isiand and 
from there make a descent upon Haytien 
territory. In favor of this plan is cited the 
fact that the previous rebel expeditions had 
used those points as their place of outfitting; 
that they are only twelve hours from the 
Haytien coast, and therefore most conven- 
tent, and that, although be- 
ing on British territory, they are 80 
remote from effective British authority the 
insurrectionists could complete their prepa- 
rations for an attack and tall away before 
the arrivaiofan English man-of-war. Fre- 
vious arrangements could easily have been 
made to send arms and ammunition from 
New.

A FIERCE FIGHT, 


Seven Masked Men Hold a Denver & Rio 


MESSENGER ANGEL EXCHANGES SHOTS 
¥ WITH THE ROBBERS. 


The Plucky Man Forced to Yield and Open 
the Strong-Box—About 863,600 Taken 
by the Robbers—Bold Robbery of a 
Railroad Agent-A New York Police- 
man Brutally Murdered, 


Canon Crrr, Colo., Sept. 1.—Seven men 
held up the east bound Rio Grande train, 
No. 4, last night, near Cotopaxi. The high- 
waymen compelled the flagman at Texas 
Oreek to give up all the torpedoes in his pos- 
session, and also forced him to flag the train. 
As soon as it stopped the engineer and fre- 
man were deliberately held up at the point 
of rifies. Fireman Auer was relieved of his 
fine gold watch and then, at the muzzle of 
seven rifies, he was forced to pick the lock 
and breakin the door of the baggage ear, 
under fire from the express messenger, who 
Knew that something was wrong as soon as 
the train was stopped. ö 

THE MESSENGER’S RESISTANCE. 

The mall car doors were all broken out, but 
nothing was taken from it. Expréss Messen- 
ger Angel made a determined resistance and 
used a revolver to good advantage, but 
whether anyone was killed or not is not det - 
nitely known, as he was compelled to shoot 
through the glass portion of the doors. The 
fight was a fierce one, though it only lasted a 
few moments. Then one of the masked men 
placed the cold muzzie of the revolver against 
his temple, and under pressure anda threat 
against his life he opend the safe door. The 
highwaymen took $3,600 from the strong box. 


FLIGHT OF THE ROBBERS. 
Horses were in readiness, and as soon as 
the robbery was accom plished they fied to 
Wet Mountain Valley. They did not disturb 
the passengers, evidently not wishing to stay 
longer on the ground than the actual necess!i- 
ties of the occasion demanded. A posse was 
summoned by the sheriff and left for the 
scene at once. The sheriff got together all 
the men he could summon on such short 
notice. They are all, however, men who 
have seen service and will make a lively 
chase after the brigands. Trinidad has been 
wired to for the noted hounds that have been 
instrumental already in running down ser 
eral criminals. They are to be hurried to the 
scene on a special train and puton the trail 
as soon as possible. With the efforts being 
made, it is not thought that the daring rob- 
bers can escape.

Opening of the International Conven- 
ttion at Vienna To-Day. 


CENTRAL EUROPE URGED TO ADOPT A 
. FREE TRADE AGREEMENT. 


Address of President Naschauer—Re 
porte of Orops Received and Read 
Betore the Assemblage — Devising 
Ways to Improve the Situation—Mar- 
ket Movements To-Day—High Prices. 


VIENNA, Sept. 1.—The election for the Presi- 
dent of the International Grain Congress took 
place here on Saturday afternoon. Herr 
Naschauer of Vienna was chosen Presi- 
dent and Herr Wyngaert of Berlin 
and Herr Breninger of Munich, 
Vice- Presidents. The opening meeting which 
took place yesterday was largely attended, 
Representatives from Germany were particu- 
larly numerous. Many of the Government 
representatives were enthusiastically greeted 
and assured of the full sympathy and hearty 
co-operation of the officers of the market. 

NASCHAUER’S SPEECH. 

President Naschauer, in his opening speech, 
dwelt upon the greatly improved policy fol- 
lowed by the grain trade industries and ex- 
pressed a hope thatall the middie parts of 
Europe would unité in a free-trade agree- 
ment for all corn products by this time next 
year. 

Vice-President Wyngaert said that the sta- 
tistics of the present harvest had produced 
a great sensation, particularly the 
large yield of wheat in Austria, 
Hungary, Prussia, Saxony, France and 
Switzerland, and the production of Indian 
corn in America, which was beyond all exz- 
pectation. In contrast with these was the 
failure of the crops in Russia and Belgium, 
THE GERMAN CROPS. 

Russia’s yield, with the exception of po- 
dolia, had fallen below the lowest estimates. 
The rye crop was far under the average, but 
the barley and oats were above their average 
and had given good results. 

According to a report received at the Con- 
gress it appears that the Prussian wheat 
crop was 92 per cent of the average yield, rye 
76, barley 100 and oats 6 per cent. 
The yield of Saxony as compared with 
that ofan ayerage year is, wheat, 10 per 
cent; rye, %; barley, 110; and oats 112. In 
Franconia the comparative harvest results 
are: Wheat, 100 per cent; rye, 92; Darley, 16, 
and coats 10 per cent. In upper 
and lower Bavaria wheat is 76 fer cent, rye 
, Darley 185, and oats 100 per cent. In the 
Rhine Palatinate wheat is 75 per cent, rye , 
barley % and oats 140 per cent. In Hesse’ on 
the Rhine wheat is 49 per cent, rye 75, barley 
100 and oats 100 per cent. 

In Baden wheat is @; rye, ; bariey, 
1066, and oats, 130 per cent.

In Austria proper wheat is 93; rye, :; 
barley, 109, and oats, 108 per cent.

An Attempted Assassination Fol- 
lowed by a Suicide. 


Warren Callbeck’s Desperate Effort to 
Murder Geo. T. Anderson. 


A DISCHARGED EMPLOYE’S REVENGE 
UPON HIS SUPERINTENDENT. 


He Creeps Upon Anderson From Behind, 
Ghoote Him in the Pack and Then 
Sends a Bullet Through His Own Brain 
~Alcoholism, Religious Mania and a 
Fancied Wrong Lead to the Tragedy. 


At 6:80 o’clock this morning George T. An- 
Gerson, Superintendentjof the Madison{Car 
Works of Madison, III., passed the southeast 
corner of Second street and Bremen avenue 
ata brisk walk, going eastward to catch the 
train crossing the Merchants’ Bridge to his 
place of business. Ashe did so Warren Call 
beck, a discharged employe of the Madison 
Car Works, crept from behind the . little 
flag-shed of the Wabash tracks, steaith- 
ily stole upon Supt. Anderson until 
within two feet of him, and raising a revol- 
ver hela firmly in both hands took aim and 
fired. The object of the shot staggered, 
turned quickly, saw the figure of his would- 
ve assassin and then rapidly whirling about 
again, ran east towards the Union Stock 
Yards shed. Standing erect beside the tele- 
graph pole, justafew feet south of the cor- 
ner of Second street and Bremen avenue, 
Callbeck placed his pistol muzzie at his own 
head, back of the right ear, and fired a bullet 
througt his brain. He fell backwards across 
the sidewalk, bis feet pointing towards the 
telegraph pole and his head resting directly 
under a water spout’ against the 
wall of the buliding occupied by the firm of 
M. J. 4A K. Koons on that corner. He was 
dead within a moment. 

ANDERSON'S COOLNESS.

to their work. The two pistol-shots ringing 
out in quick succession, One after the other, 

the sight of the fleeing man rushing madly in 
the direction of the river, and of the suicide 
stretched prostrate across the sidewalk with 
the blood and brains oozing out from the 

hole made by a 98-caliber ball in his head, was 
the first intimation of the tragedy, and 
in a moment the corner where the shooting 
had occurred was thronged witha horrified 
mob of people. They found Callbeck, or Col 
bott as the police have the name, already 
dead, and then a rush was made to the office 
of the horse department of the Union Stock 
Yards, where Anderson had been seen to 
halt. There he was found sittingin a chair 
while a group of men, among whom was his 
own son, J. R. Anderson, and several of his 
workmen, were examining his wound. A 
Dullet-hole through his coat, just over 
the leit shoulderblade. showed where 
the ball had struck, but it was 
apparent that there had been no dangerous 
wound inflicted. Anderson himself was un 
usually cool after the first moment of recog- 
nition of his narrow escape from death. As 
he rushed intothe office of the Stock Yards 
he exclaimed: 

**I have been shot!’’ 

In another moment he drew a long breath, 
coughed violently and added: 

„do not think! am dangerously hurt. 1 
can breathe easily and I cough up no blood. 

Scarcely had these words been uttered 
whenthe firstof the throng of men arrived 
from the corner of Second street and Bremen 
avenue and cried out: 

re man who shot you has killed him.

LOOKED AT THE ASSASSIN. 

Supt. Anderson was so slightly injured that 
he at once arose to find a doctorand have 
his wound dressed. Leaving the place where 
he had sunk down at frst within a few 
minutes after having arrived there, he 
had to return directly past the 
spot where the body of his 
intended assassin lay, and he stopped them 
and took a long look atthe man who had on- 
ly a moment before tried to kill him by a shot 
in the back. 

He saw the body ofa man about % years 
old, of medium height and muscular bulld, 
of very swarthy complexion, dark hair and 
eyes, and ofrather forbidding expression, 
deepened by the momentary s of death. 
agony that had swept across his face. The 
body was clad in coarse working clothes of 
Cark color. Mr. Anderson recognized the 
face as that or a man who 
had been formerly employed as a 
carpenter at the Madison Oar-works, and 
who had been discharged about ten days ago. 
Ife could not give his assallant’s name, how- 
ever, which was ascertained only by pa 
found on the body. After one look at the 
corpse Mr. Anderson hurriedly left the scene. 
He went tothe office of Dr. Edward Borck, 
8709 North Ninth street, where a careful ex- 
amination of the wound was made. It was 
found that the ball had struck the left shoul - 
der- blade, glanced, and buried itself in the 
muscles of the back without penetrating toa 
vital or even Gangerous part.

COLLBECK’S FANCIED WRONGS. 

The police report ot the case, made imme- 
diately after the shooting, by Sergeant Hoag- 
land of the Fourth District sub-Station, states 
that Supt. Anderson did not know 
what led Collbeck to attempt his life and then 
commit suicide. Later developments, how- 
ever, bring out a remarkable story of a work 
man’s fancied wrongs playing upon 
a drain already believed by many 
people to have deen half turned, 
until at last the desperate murderous 
and suicidal determination causing this 
morning’s tragedy was arrived at. That 
story will be found told by the following in- 
terviews, beginning with that of Supt. An 
derson himself. Mr. Anderson was found at 
No. 8711 North Eleventh street by a Post-Drs- 
PATCH reporter. He is a tall, musculariy 
built gentioman, with itron-gray hair and 
mustache, and was apparently not at all agi- 
tated by his narrow escape from death by an 
Assassin's bullet. 

ANDERSON’S ACCOUNT. 

At 6:30 o'clock this morning,’’ said Mr. 
Anderson,I was on my way to catch the train 
going across the river to the Madison Car 
Works, whereI am Superintendent. I had 
reached the corner of Second street and Bre- 
men avenue, going from here, and was 
walking rapidly east in the direction of the 
river. There were a good many other people 
on the street at that hour, but Ido not re- 
member hearing any steps behind me. 

Suddenly the report ofa pistol rang out 
so close to me that it seemed to have been 
fred over my shoulder. 

**I felt the shock of something strike me in 
the left shoulder, but strange to Say it Was 80 
slight that my first idea was that it must 
have been a wad from a blank cartridge. 
But I wheeled around as soon as I beard the 
report. 

Not over two feet from me stood this 
man, Whose name I did not know, but whose 
face l at once recognized as that of a work 
man, a carpenter, who had deen 
discharged from the employ of 
our works. He still had his 
pistol raised, and his face wore the most 
demon.-like expression I have ever seen upon 
a man's countenance. He was very dark 
com plexioned naturally, with a squint in one 
eye,and as he stood opposite me with his 
mouth half open and a scowl lowering upon 
his features, he showed murder in every line 
of his face. I felt that he was about to shoot 
again and, turning, I ran as fast as I possi- 
bly could to get out of range. AsI gained 
the office of the Union Stock 
Yards horse sheds and sank down 
intoachair I heard a second shot. That, 
however, was the one that went through his 
own brain, as I learned afterwards. 

I was not frightened, as I had not 
weak nor felt any pain, nor had any y 
in breathing. I also coughed to make sure 
my lungs were not bieeding, and raising no 
blood in that way; I felt even more reassured. 
But I found that the ball had struck me on 
the left shoulder and that I was bleeding. but 
not very much, and after a moment’s rest

He ate very little, but did not seem at all 
nervous or excited. After breakfast he 
quietly left the house, and the next I heard 
— of the attempted murder and of his sul- 
cide. 
Ine that de had been discharged from 
the Madison Car Works about ten days ago, 
because he had told me of it and said it was 
because they wanted him to do other work 
than that of carpentering, his regular trade. 
He felt very bitter about it, and speaking of 
the Superintendent to me right after his dis- 
charge, he said: 

u meet him some of these days, and 
you bet I'll get even with him when I do.’ 

He repeated this threat several times af- 
terwards, but I never thought anything of it, 
he always seemed to me an inoffensive, 
cranky sort of a fellow. He was not a hard 
drinker, tomy knowledge, but from Aug. 21 
to Aug. % he was away from here, and when 


he came back he told me he had been in the 


City Hospital. 

This statement of OCollbeck’s was true, as 
the City Hospital records show that he was 
there at that time suffering from ‘‘acoholic 
gastritis. 

‘*Collbeck a crank about religion,’’ 
continued Mr. Westerhide. ‘‘He was always 
talking about religion and would get so ex- 
cited that we had to tell him 
several times to shut up, that he 
had better be thinking and talking about 
something else. He said that he bad studied 
the Jewish, the Protestant and the Catholic 
religions and had come to the conclusion 
that the Catholic was the only true religion. 
I don’t know whetheror not he was a Cath- 
olle, but he was a crank of the worst sort 
about religion and also about historical sub- 
jects. 

**Lately Callbeck has been awfully restless 
and crazier than ever before. His room- 
mate here, Clements Rothert, at last com 
plained that he would not stay in the same 
room with him, and made us change his 
room. Hesaid that Oallbeck was so ner- 
vous and restiess that no one could sleep 
near him, that he was always talking 
in his sleep and walking about the 
room at all hours of the night, and 
that he seemed to suffer from horrible 
dreams. I think the man has been going 
crazy for the last two weeks. But he was 
perfectly quiet when he left here this morn- 
ing. 

Mr. Westerhide said in conclusion that 
Calibeck had evidently prepared his effects 
in his room, as there were no litters or papers 
lying about and everything was packed in 
his trunk, which was locked and neatly 
strapped up with ropes. But, said the board- 
ing-house proprietor in closing: 

‘*Shortly after I heard of his suicide a man 
whom did not know came here and said 
thata paper had been found on Callbeck’s 
person stating that he boarded here, and the 
paper ended as follows: ‘Give my trunk to 
Moss. I do not know if the man who came 
bere was ‘Moss’ or not, but I did 
not give up the trunk as Callbeck owes me 
$2 for board and I will hold the trunk for that 
debt. 

The police report at the Fourth District 
Sub-station contains no mention of the find- 
ing ofany such paper on the suicide’s body. 

NO RELATIVES HERE. 

80 far as could be learned this morning 
Oalibeck had no relatives in St. Louis and it 
was not known where he came from. The 
wife and daughter of Westerhide were of the 
opinion the man was an Englisnman, which 
supposition is supported by his name, but 
Mr. Westerhide describes him in appearance 
and manner as being more like an Italian or 
Frenchman. All who knew the desperate

FRANCIS’ FLING. 


The Governor Excoriates the Mayor of 
St. Louis. 


HIS REPLY TO NOONAN’S CRITICISM OF 
His CONDUCT. 


He Explains His Actionin the Jefferson 
Barracks Matter—st. Louis, He Says, 
Has Been a Long Suffering Community 
—Noonan, He Says, Has Disgraced His 
Office, 


JErreRrson City, Mo., Sept. 1.—Gov. Fran- 
cis, who has been absent from the capital 
since Wednesday of last week in attendance 
upon the fairs of Johnson, Atchison and 
Putnam Counties, returnedto-day. His first 
official act was tooffer a reward of $500 
for the apprehension and convcition of the 
party or parties whc attempted to wreck the 
Burlington express on the K. 4 N. W. Rau- 
way near Loulsiana, Mo. yesterday morning. 
The Governor wasa passenger on the Den- 
ver express which followed close upon the 
Burlington. In regard to the fairs the Gov- 
ernor says he neversaw the attendance so 
large nor the displays better than this year. 
He reports an abundant yield of wheat and 
other small grain and a good promise fora 
corn crop. 

NOCNAN’S WAY. 

When told by the Post-DIsPaTCH corre- 
spondent that E. A. Noonan, Mayor of St. 
Louis, bad been criticising him during his 
absence, the Governor expressed no sur 
prise, saying that was a way Noonan had of 
letting the peope know he was in the 
Mayor’s office. When shown the Post-Dis- 
PATCH of Wednestay and Thursday contain- 
ing an tnterviewwith Noonan, and an om- 
cial letter from him to Congressman Byrns, 
the Governor smied as he read the same, 
and laying down the paper he said: ‘‘So this 
fellow who disgrapes the highest municipal 
office In the State has emerged long enough 
from one of mis periodical disa p- 
pearances to citicige my action in 
a matter about which he displays the 
densest ignorance, He seems to think Jef 
ferson Barracks is within the limits of the 
City of st.

Congressman Sam Byrnes 
called on him last week and consulted with 
him about the work to be done in Washing- 
ton. The conclusion both reached during 
that interview was that the letter sent to As- 
sistant Secretary of War Grant should 
be heard from before any further action was 
taken in St. Louis. The day Congressm 
Byrnes reached St. Louis, Congressman Co 
telegraphed from Washington that he was 
there for the purpose of seeing 
the Secretary of War about the Barracks ap- 
propriation, pursuant to the wishes of Gov. 
Francis. 

During the interview between Mayor 
Noonan and Oongressman Byrnes, the Mayor 
asked the Congressman if he thought it was 
exactly the fair thing for Gov. Francis to 
come to St. Louis and presideata meet- 
ing called to consider the Barracks 
matter without inviting either His Honor, 
Congressman Byrnes or Street OCommis- 
sioner Murphy, all of whom had been work- 
ing tooth and nau to get the money appro- 
priated for the Barracks. 

MR. BYRNES NOT CHAGRINED. 

Congressman Byrnes is very friendly with 
Goy. Francis and he hesitated to sar 
anything that might be understood as crit- 
icising him. The Mayor was disappointed. 
He had the day before writ- 
ten the Congressman a letter urging 
him to express his resentment tf he felt any, 
and he was somewhat surprised to find that 
the Potosi statesman was not so chagrined as 
he was. The trouble with Francis is that 
he cannot forget that he is no longer the 
Mayor of St. Louis, His Honor had in 
an interview, ‘‘and it is not the first time he 
has done this sort of thing.“ Congressman 
Byrnes looked at the affair much more 
coolly, and told the Mayor that the Gov. 
ernor was not responsiole for the omission 
of their names from the invitation lists.

Financial Trouble Assigned as the Cause

Early this morning the dead body of 
Henry Koenneker, a saloon-keeper of 
7201 Menard street, was found 
lying in a patch of weeds ina lot at the cor- 
ner of Grand and Flora avenues.

The City of Coquimbo Still Flies the 
Flag of Balmaceda. 


INGURGENT CRUISERS SENT TO BRING 
IT TO TERMS. 


The Engagement Will Be a Short One— 
Wo Tidings of the Fugitive Dictator— 
Meow the New Order of Things Is Be- 


tng Establishea in Valparaiso—Origin 


of the Chilian War. 


VALPARAISO, Sept. 1,—But one city in Chili 
now holds out against the new government. 
La Sarena, or Coquimbo, the capital city of 
the Province of that name in the extreme 
northern end ot Chili hes refused to recognize 
the new order of things. The city officials 
have cut the English cabie at that point and 
propose to make their city the last ditch of 
the dictator’s power. 

This resistance will be shart lived. The 
brig Esmeraida with the captive Lynch, now 
manned by a crew of patriots, 
sailed for Ia Sarena last night. 
The guns of the cruiser will make short work 
of bringing the Coquimbens to a proper re- 
spect of the revolution. Transports with 
troops for the same destination sail to-day. 

Gen. Basquedano has been recognized as 
President ad interim of the Republic by the 
members of the Janta here. The Govern- 
ment troops at Concepcion, Talcahuano and 
other places have notified the Congressional- 
ist apthorities that they have finished 
fighting and are ready to obey 
orders from the Junta, A that remains to 
be done now is to put down the sporadic 
cases of disorder, bring to trial such of the 
Balmacedist officials as have been guilty of 
outrageous kets of tyranny, and prepare for 
the elections which will again give the Re- 
public an unquestioned constitutional 
government. The regular election for 
President cannot be held yet for some 
time. In the meantime the Provisional Gov- 
ernment will administer the affairs of the 
country. 

The most vexing question presented 
for settlement, its the disposition of 
the refugees who have sought asylums on 
board foreign ships in Valparaiso harbor. 
Among this number are Don Claudio Vicuna, 
who was selected to succeed Balmaceda as 
President; Senors Banados, ex-Minister of 
war; Espinosa, ex-Minister of State and For- 
eign Affairs; Perez Montt, ex-Minister of 
Justice, and Oscar Viel, ex-tntendente of 
Valparaiso. A formal demand for 
their surrender was made yester- 
day on Admiral Brown and the 
German Admiral by Intendente Joaquin 
Walker Martmes. After a consultation the 
two na val officers informed Senor Walker- 
Martinez that they would decline to surren- 
der the men unless proper guarantees were 
given that their lives would be safe until they 
had had a fair trial. They were then re- 
quested to furnish a list of all the men who 
had sought refuge on the warships, 
so that -the proper officials could 
decide which should receive the guar- 
antee. This list was furnished. At a 
conference held between the two admirals 
and the refugees the former promised that 
all of them who were not guaranteed proper 
treatment would be put aboard a steamerand 
sent direct to Peru. Arrangements have been 
made for a conference between the admirals 
and Congressionalist leaders to fully dispose 
of the refugees, and it is generally thought 
that the plan to send them to Peru will de 
agreed upon. The French admiral refused 
to harbor any of the refugees. 

No tidings have been received of Balmaceda 
since he fied from Santiago last Saturday 
morning with a train of carriages containing 
valuables, his family and such of their per- 
sonal effects as could be hurriedly prepared 
for transportation. 

A court-martial has been convened and the 
prominent Guvernment officials will be tried 
before it. There will be but one result in all 
these cases. The prisoners will be con- 
demned and shot. Yesterday Procurator 
Fiscal Fass, who prosecuted the cases 
against the men who were alleged to be ina 
plot ta blow up the torpedo boats Almirante 
Lynch and Almirante Condell and the trans- 
port Imperiale, which resulted in the execu- 
tion of Cummings and two others, was taken 
out and shot. 

The Congressionalists are determined to 
repress all treasonable utterances by word 
and in writing. They have made an example 
of Leon Lavin, the editor of the Balmacedan 
newspaper the Jornal ao Comercio. He was 
shot yesterday for issuing seditious pamphlets 
and his fate will be that of any partisans of 
the jost cause who seek to inflame the popu- 
lar mind against the victors. The explana- 
tion of the riots at Santiago is that when Bal- 
maceda Gelivered the capital to Baquedano, 
who was charged with handing it over to the 
Congressionalists, there were not sufficient 
troops in it to maintain order. 


NO NEWS FROM EGAN, 


THE AMERICAN MINISTER TO CHILI NOT IN COM- 
MUNICATION WITH WASHINGTON. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 1.—Not a word of 
news has been received at the State Depart- 
ment from Minister Egan respecting the state 
of affairs in Chill save the brief cablegram 
sent last week telling of an important 
skirmish. The officials of the Department are 
ata loss to explain this reticence on the part 
ofthe Minister except upon the theory that 
telegraphic communication between Val- 
paraiso, the cable terminus, and Santiago, 
the capital, where Minister Egan resides, is 
not yet fully restored. 

There is much speculation in official circles 
concerning the probable action of the pro- 
visional government of Chili with respect to 
Mr. Egan. The beliefis, however, that his 
recall will be Gemanded as soon as affairs of 
more pressing importance are out of the 
way. Whenall the facts come the Minister 
will have some ugly charges to refute.

RECAPITULATION OF EVENTS WHICH 
THE CHILIAN REVOLUTION. 

Briefly stated, the distribution of patron- 
age by President Balmaceda to further his 
political ends was the prime cause of the re- 
volt. 

Under the Constitution, which was adopted 
in 1883, the President was empowered to make 
a large number of appointments to important 
and lucrative posts, such as the mayoralties 
of cities and the governorships of provinces. 
A clause had also been inserted in the Oonsti- 
tution intended to check any abuse of this 
power, making it unlawful for the President 
to accept a second term. 

Shortly after the election of President Bal- 
maceda, in 1886, the dangers of this system of, 
centralization became felt, and an attempt 
was made to enact reformatory election laws. 
This step was opposed by Balmaceda, and 
the accusation was thereupon made that the 
President was using the power of his patron- 
age to elect as his successor Senor Enrique 
Sanfuentes, a man who was completely under 
his control. The system of government 
adopted in the constitution of Chili alvides 
the power between the executive vested in 
the President, whose term of office is five 
years, and the Legislative, which is con- 
trolled by the Senate and a House of Deputies. 
The bodies together form the Cortes, and the 
members are elected by the people. 

Balmaceda was inaugurated President on 
Sept. 18, 1886. He was at that time i years 
of age and had served as Deputy in five Legis- 
latures and had occupied since 1882 the post 
of Minister of the Interior. He was a mem-

Immediately upon the naming of this Cabi- 
net the Cortes upheld the Executive and 
passed the appropriation and army ODills for 

890. Notwithstanding this, however, the 
pe Gistrusted the President, and the 
Rab het urged upon him the necessity of 
quieting the popular apprebensions by prom- 
ising to call an — — session of Con- 
gress in April, 189, when the electoral reform 
questions should be introduced.

On Jan. 10, 1890, Congress having adjourned 
in December, the resi tions of these Minis- 
ters were unexpettedly demanded by the 
President, with no excuse offered for such 
action, and he thereupon appointed 4 new 
Cabinet composed of his personal friends.

Mexico. In regard to Senator John Sherman’s 
recent silver speech he said: Mr. Sherman 
misrepresents the miners, if he is correctly 
reported. It is not true that they ever asked 
for or received more thanthe market value 
for their bullion, Under the Bland act, 
which was in force from 1878 to 
1990, the the Government bought su- 
ver at its market price, colned 
it, issued certificates thereon at 
ts coin value and made a net profit, accord - 

ing to the statement of the Director of the 
Mint, of $70,000,000. Under the act of 1800, 
which repealed the Bland act, the Govern- 
ment receives 4,000,000 ounces of silver bullion 
per month, and issues therefor legal tender 
Treasury notes for its market value. 

No money raised by taxation ts used in 
the purchase of silver, but legal tender 
Treasury notes are issued by the Government 
in exchange for the bullion for its market 
value in gold—nothing more, nothing less. 
The position of Mr. Sherman in limiting the 
coinage and making a silver dollar worth as 
much as a gold dollar by a promise of re- 
demption in gold is absurd. Under such an 
arrangement silver is mere credit money 
and no better than paper. Why go to the ex- 
pense of mining silver when paper will 
answer the same purpose? Before silver was 
demonetized both and silver were 
money of ultimate redemption. Since silver 
was demonetised there has been no material 
incréase in the gold coin of the world. 


NEWLAND TALKS. 


HE DENIES SOME OF THE STATEMENTS MADE BY 
SENATOR SHERMAN. 

New Yorxn, Sept. 1.—A special trom Bar 
Harber says: Francis G. Newlands, vice- 
Chairman of the National Silver Committee 
and a prominent Republican, said to-day to 
a press representative in reference to the 
statement by Senator Sherman, in hie recent 
speech in Ohio, that he believed there was a 
bargain between the National Silver Com- 
mittee and the leaders of the Democratic 
party in Ohio with a view to the defeat of the 
Republican party and rly of John 
Sherman: 

Mr. Shermancan dismiss fis fears, for 
indicatiogs are that the silver mine owners 
have not pluck enough to down anybody. 
There is no deal whatever between the Sliver 
Committee and the Democrats. Aga matter 
of fact, the committee ts now actually out of 
funds. What little has been contributed 
has been spent by the committee for printing 
and postage. and their work, which is an 
educational one, has not been confined to the 
State of Ohio. The mine owners are showing 
a very disappointingapathy. It was thought 
they would contribute liberally to expenses 
of printing and postage. but they have not 
done so, and those who did contribute at 
first have now refused to do so. The Silver 
Committee is not composed entirely of mine 
owners, but is made up of representative 
men from nearly every State, a majority of 
whom have no interest in mining and are 
simply working for bi-metalism asa matter 
of principle. 

This committee has no interest in the con- 
test between McKinley and Campbell. Camp- 
bell stands on a Democratic platform de- 
claring for free silver, but since he has at- 
tempted to ignore this platform and to kick 
the sliver plank out of it, the silver mon dave 
no confidence in him. They do not regard 
himas the exponent of bi-metallism. Me- 
Kinley stands upon the Republican platform, 
which approves the present silver act as 
a progressive step toward bi-metallism. I 
would rather see McKinley elected than 
Campbell. McKinley is a bi-metallist. Oamp- 
bell I class with Cleveland and antti-silver 
men. But as between John Sherman and 
any other man, I prefer the other man. In 
1873 Sherman put through the Senate the mint 
bili, eliminating the silver dollar. He has 
only yielded assent tothe present silver law 
under great popular pressure.’’ 


THE SUB-TREASURY SCHEME. 


SENATOR PEFFER APPROVES THE ACTION OF 
THE MISSOURI ALLIANCE. 


Torka, Kan., Sept. i.—Senator Peffer, 
who returned from Iowa yesterday, denies 
that the sub-treasury scheme was defeated 
by the Missouri Alliance. ‘*The Missouri A1 
Uance, said Senator Peffer to-day, has 
done the correct thing. The sud 
scheme is a proposition for the people to de- 
cide, and they will go right. The sub- 
treasury advocates had enough votes in their 
convention to have carried the 
plan, dut they disappointed 
the politicians by allowing the 
sub-alliances to settle the question.

THE LYCEUM CO, SCORES A SUCCESS IN 
“THE IDLER.” 


— —-— — — 


A Melodrama With Unconventional Vari 
ations—The Work of the Actors—Debut 
of Miss Minna Gale — Amusement 
Notes. 


The performance of ‘‘The Idler’’ of C. Had- 
don Chambers at the Olympic last night was 
chiefly interesting on account of the new 
light in which it presented the excellent act- 
ors of the Lyceum Theater company and for 
the opportunities it afforded them of doing 
somewhat heavier and more forceful work 
than they have been accustomed to, and ot 
handling the sharp, dramatic situation of 
the melodrama as distinguished from the 
emotional incidents of the expurgated ‘‘so- 
ciety play. 


Mr. Chambers has used many of the well 
| worn melodramatic materials of the British 
workshop. The pivotal incident of the play 
is the attempt of a man who, although not an 
irredeemable scoundrel, is yet capable of 
infamous Villainy under stress of passionate 
motives, and for the purposes of the play be- 
comes a villain, to purchase the dishonor of 
the woman he loves by assuring the safety 
from disgrace and possible death of the hus- 
band she loves. rhe good wife, who is 
wrongea and persecuted, the pursuing 
villain, the crime-haunted husband, who 
is trying to live down his 
past, the relentiess pursuer of the criminal, 
all familiar friends of the melodrama, are 
present in the play. But it must be admitted 
that Mr. Chambers in his treatment of them 
rises considerably above the average writer 
of melodramas. He handles these conven.- 
tional materials in an unconventional way. 
He places the mark of individuality upon 
them. He touches truth, reality and fidelity 
to human life and nature now andthen. He 
grasps the fact that motives are mixed 
and that the nature of man is a complex 
thing. Herealizes that the straightout vil- 
lain and unmitigated saint are abnormal,and 
have no place in the economy of this world. 
Iie works out the salvation of virtue and the 
conclusions of his play without resort to the 
mechanical device, but through the workings 
of conscience and the natural development of 
motives. The villain is arrested by 
his better self instead of the po- 
liceman. The author has also shown keen 
worldly wisdom in avoiding the slums and 
giving his characters thoroughly respectable 
environment. With the regret therefore 
that Mr. Chambers should have used the 
blood and thunder elements of sensational 
and conventional melodrama there must be 
mingled a recognition of the breadth and 
nobility of his view and the skill and strength 
of much of his treatment. v 

The play certainly deals with unclean and 
unpleasant materials, descends to the erim- 
inal device and contains incongruities and 
weak and crude spots, but it redeems them

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and war at the same time and must de un- 
yielding and soft. The ingenue part is for 
the most part a mixture of impertinence and 
absurdity. The taste of presenting a young 
girl who is sweet and Innocent and brazen 
and impucent must he questioned, but most 
of the comedy is thoroughly artificial. 

The Lyceum Co. brought out the strength 
of the play to an admirable degree. The 
production was exquisite and the perform- 
ance was distinguished by the intelligence 
and taste which usually characterizes the 
work of this organization. The most notable 
point about it perhaps was the triumph of 
Miss Georgia Cayvan in a role which gave 
scope for dramatic strength. She proved 
herself an artiste who can be both charming 
and forceful and her work illustrated the 
canon of art which requires force 
without violence and vivacity without 
Silliness. She is as charming in lighter 
moods as she is strong in passionate emotion. 
She presented several pictures of emotional 
expression which were stirringly vivid and 
yet were perfectly natural. Mr. Herbert 
Kelcey Goes not take naturally to heavy vil- 
lainy, but while somewhat stolid, he worked 
out the character of Mark Cross with good 
taste, intelligence and fair effect. Mr. E. J. 
Ratcliffe must be credited with improvement 
in his methods, but ig still inclined to be the- 
atric and to depend upon his eyelids for emo- 
tional expression. His Sir John Harding, 
however, had many substantial points of 
excellence. Mr. Lemoyne’s Mr. Merry- 
weather wasan artistic picture delineated 
with admirable taste and skill. Mr. Or- 
monde’s Simeon Strong showed a tendency 
to petulance in anger and rustic silliness in 
love which marred otherwise creditable 
work, Mrs. Walcot played the 
part of Miss Cross with grace 
and skill. Mrs. Henrietta Crosman 
presented ahandsome and sufficient#y fas- 
cinating widow, and Miss Emie Shannon, 
although guilty of some affectation, cleverly 
depicted the absurdities of the society 
ingenue. Inits entirety the performance was 
thoroughly enjoyabie and gained the enthu- 
silastic approval ot a fine audience. The cur- 
tain was called up several times after the 
stronger scenesand atthe close of the per- 
formance. To-nightthe ‘‘Idler’’ will be re- 
peated and will be followed to-morrow after- 
noon and night by *‘The Wife.
